THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 


In rt rring to the trouble by which the foumanian Jews are by set, we 
have had occasion to speak more than once of M. G. ‘Panu, an ex-member of the 
Chamber of Deputies and of M. Bratiano’s Ministry, who is one of the few pub- 
licists in Roumania that have had the courage to express themselves on the 
Jewish question with justice and impartiality. M. Panu, editor of the 
Lupla, has collected under the title Chestinne Ilzraelita (Jewish (Juestion), a 
series Of of articles which have from time to time appeared in his journal. In 
the preface to the volume, M. Panu writes: “I am profoundly convinced that 
the conduct of the Roumanians with regard to the Jews is not alone inhuman 
and illiberal, but likewise sad’ from the political point .of view. To take the 
entire mass of Jews and cond: mn them en bloc, and dec! ire that every Jew is a 
national peril, to judge with passion and not with cold reason, is a political expe- 
dient which has never served those who have employed it.” In one of his articles 
M. Panu says: “ We do not hesitate to declare that the conduct of the Govern- 
ment in the Jewish question is altogether censurable. The Government collec- 
tively hasonce again sought to strike at the weak, and to take care of the strong ; 
it has strack the poor und inoffensive Tass of Jews.” Speaking of the natural- 
isation question, M. Panu writes: “ Every Saturday, the Chambers naturalise by 
the dozen, Germans, Greeks, sulgarians, Hungarians, &c. There is not a people, 
it appears to us, that hates us more than the Hungarians ; or which is more pre- 
tentious than the German ; and yet we naturalise them by the hundred, whilst 
the inoffensive Jews, who have no other eeuntry but our own, we refuse to 
naturalise under the pretext that they are dangerous,” 

The hostility of the RoumanianChamber towards the Jews has been shown in 
a manner other than that deseribed by M. Pani. A Dill relative to the organisation 
of Chambers of Commerce and Industry has been passed, one of the clauses of 
which declares that only those persous are eligible for election to the Chambers 
who enjoy civil and political rights. The object of this clause was to éxclude 


the Jews, and therefore it met with almost unanimous acceptance in Parliament, 


notwithstanding the protest of one of the members that the Chambers of Com- 
merce exercised no political power, and could only occupy themselves with 
purely commercial and economical interests. 

Roumanian politicians, in their blind hatred of the Jews, are too short- 
sighted to perceive the injury which they are inflicting on the country by their 
efforts to repress the industrial and commercial activity of the victims of their 
intolerance. But this fact will no doubt soon be pressed upon them. Already 
in dassy, where the Jews are so numerous, loud lamentations are being heard, 
and are re echoed in the presa, owing to the harm-which is being done to the 
commercial prosperity of the city by the departure for America of so many of 
to Jewish inhabitants. One journal even goes so far as to advocate a measure 
to ferbid Jews from quitting the country.

Tuk Rev. S. SINGER ON COMMUNAL WorkK.—On Sabbath last tev. 8S. 
Singer preached an eloquent sermon on the text, Numbers xl. 2-30. After deserib- 
ing the conditions under which the incident therein related had occurred, the lec- 
turer declared that if no other utterance of Moses had survived, his character would 
have been fully revealed by the noble rentiment “ Art thou jealous for my sake ’” 
would God that all the Lord’s people were prophets, that the Lord would put his 
spirit upon them,’’ The divine spirit with which Moses was filled was placed also 
upon the seventy elders. but the inspiration and authority of Moses were not dimin- 
ished by the exaltation of others. All do not think in this way. A very remarkable 
chapter might, indeed, be written on the irreligion of the religious and the unchari- 
tableness ot the charitable. Many, VM ho had a record of se°TvVices done for the general 
good, failed in this respect and refused to admit the services of others. They mist 
do it all. none else shall share with them in the good work. This feeling was un- 
fortunately the cause of much harm tothe cause which these philanthropists sought 
to monopolise. The spirit of Moses should animate them in this respect as in others ; 
the spirit that tanght and uttered “Let the merk be done even if I am not the 
worker: Let rood be effeeted even if Same one else obtains the credit for it. They 
should re-echo the prayer of the Lawgiver, that all the people of the Lord might 
be filled with his spirit.

Sin,—I observe in your issue of the 11th inst. that a legacy 

by Mr. Simson Samson, of New York, is now availa! 
the condition of the Jews in the Holy Land by means of industri | labour, an 
that in connection therewith two Polish Rabbi 
examine the condition and requirements of the existing agricultural colonies. I 


have pro ecded to 
am unknown to these gentlemen, and have no means of placing mys if in com- 
inunication with them ; but I would venture to suggest to the Council of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association and others interested in J wish colonisation that the 
opportunity is a favourable one for aiding a colony to thi East of the Jordan, 
which is, I think, by far the most inter sting colonisation experiment at present 


in Palestine. It is situated in Goulan, about 20 miles due Fast of the northern 
ef Lake Tiberias : its native name is Ramsaniyeh, but the lonists hay wen 


it the name of Benei Yehuda. From the enclosed list you will see the name: of 
the heads of the families composing it, which number 46, with a t tal population 
of about 200. souls, together with the amount of land. purchased, the s* ‘k at 
present owned, and other particulars. 1 heard the highest account of the land, 
Which I assisted the colonists to buy last year, and i believe that with judiciously 
applied pecuniary aid, this colony has a better chance of success than any oth r 
in Palestine. In the first place, the colonists are all Turkish subjects, the majority 
of them were born in the country, they all speak Arabic fluently, ind are per- 
fi ctly eonversant with the local methods of agriculture, and with the character

the population by which they are surrounded, 

Under these circumstances, they are not regarded with the same suspicion 
or hostility by the Government as the immigrants who compose the other colo 
nies and who are forcign subjects. There is nothing, therefore, to fear from the 
opposition of the Government, and it is that opposition alone which has marred 
the succéss of the other colonies. Secondly, they are more highly favoured in 
respect of fertility of soil, abundance of water, and salubrity of climate than 
any other colony. They have fine pasture land, and an extensive rain which 
furnishes them with stone ready quarried for their houses. They bought the 
land cheap, and if they prove industrious and can obtain funds sufficient to carry 
them through their first seasons, should certainly make a success, | 

The effects of doing so must have the most important consequences. They 
are all Safed Jews, many of them having been supported from the Haluka. This 
support they now repudiate, or rather it is withheld from them by the Safed 
Rabbis, who are strongly opposed to.any movement which would develop indus- 
trial tastes in the Safed population, and make it self supporting. The success of 
Benei Yehuda would be a-death-blow to-Safed mendicancy, 

It is a question whether the reports which the Polish Rabbis hear a 
in regard to this colony may not prevent them froin aiding it with the funds at

Sin,—A great deal of research has been bestowed on the * thirtieth Sabbath 
mentioned in Horace’s Satires, Book I, Satire 9, line 69. Sir Theodore Martin Saye 
it is apretext :—* A mere piece of roguishness, aa the Jews were held in supreme 
contempt by the Romans, and their festivals regarded as ridiculous superstitions.’ 

The more (apparently) learned explanation is that the Jewish New Year com. 
menced in September (Tishri), and the Passover, was celebrated in the middle of 
April (Nissan) which would be six months anda half or 26 weeks. But it is neces. 
sary to add the month or four wecks for leap year and that gives 50 weeks—th 
thirtieth Sabbath.

Lhe latter letter was 


VISITATION WORK IN LANCASHIRE, 


We have reezived the secon] Annual Report of the Visiting Committee” of 
the Hebrew Congregations of Manchester and Liverpool. Theo work is carried ont 
similarly to that conducted by the Visitation Committee of the United Synagogue 
We make the following interesting extracts from the report 
before us : 

“Tt is exceedingly gratifying to state that the Committee has been the means 
of effecting a closer union between the Sephardic and Astikenazic sections of the 
Jewish community. According to a scheme, which was drawn up by tbe Com- 
mittee, for regulating the interment of Jews dying in any of the Institutions under 
its charge, all the congregations reprerented were asked to undertake these’ burials 
in a certain fixed order, irrespective of the particular section to which the deceased 
person belonged. The Spanish and Portuguese Congregation of Manchester has, 
with exemplary broad-mindedness, shown its acquiescence in the arrangement, by 
undertaking the interment of a poor Jew who died inthe Prestwich Asylum, and 
who did not belong to the Sephardic portion of the community. The question 
of assisting discharged Jewish prisoners has received tho careful consideration of 
the Committee, andit was resolved that power should be given to the clergymen 
who visit the prisons, to expend, at theirdiscretion, a sum not exceeding £1, in aid- 
ing any discharged prisoner who may seem tothem worthy of such assistance. - One 
case has already received the benefit of this arrangement. Cordial co-operation 
exists between the visitora and the two Boards of Guardians at Manchester and 
Liverpool, On the recommendation of the former, the Boards kindly supply Kosher 
dinnera to Jewish patients of hospitals and infirmaries, “ Kosher food for Passover 
has also been supplied to Jewish prisoners, through the influence of the prison 
visitors. The attention of the Committee has been called to the fact that Jewish 
soldiers have occasionally been stationed at the military barracks in the neighbour- 
hood of Manchester and Liverpool, and the question of including the barracks 
among the list of institutions for visitation, ha+ been under consideration, Pend- 
ing inquiries as to the number of Jewish soldiers at any time quartered in these 
barracks, no decision has been arrived at. Tne Committee has pleasure in calling 
attention to the exceedinuly economical way in which the work is carried out. The 
total number of visits paid during the past year is 187, and the expenses incurred 
forall purposes amounted to only £15 ls. 0d.”

H. M. Silver, I. Simon, J. H. Valentine and Mrs, Burman who visits the female 
inmates of the Rainhill Lunatic Asylum, TheHonorary Secretaries of the Committee 
are the Rev, H. M. Silver, of Liverpool,and Mr. I. A. Isaacs of Manchester. 157 visits 
Were paid to 42 institutions, the maxium total number of patients being 101, 


Tur JervsALEM ORPHANAGE.—The Society for the Education of Jewish 
Orphans in Palestine, which has its headquarters in Frankfort, and of whieh Mr, 
Henry A. Franklin is a leading member, has issued its report for the financial year 
1885-6, The Orphanage supported by the Society at Jerusalem has overcome the 
fierce opposition which it encountered at the hands of the Ashkenazim, who objected 
to secular education as being injurious to religion, Of the 14 inmates of the 
Asylum, 10 are Ashkenazim, and all the 30 day pupils belong to the same section of 
the community. Combined action has so far been established between the Orphanage 
and the Baron Lionel de Rothschild School that a number of orphans have been 
admitted into the Technical Department of the latter institution in order to learn 
useful handicrafts, 


Prussta.—The town of Gersfeld has been visited by a disastrous fire which 
destroyed a number of prominent buildings, including the synagogue and Jewish 
school, The fire was the work of an incendiary, little boy ten years of age,

He is a chartered libertine 
who, in spite of Boards of Guardians and recent improvements of philan- 
thropie methods, levies contributions on the kind-hearted at his own sweet 
will, and levies them only too successfully, His sole merit is that his exac- 
tions are not continued for any length of time in any one place ; as soon as 
he has made the round of one town he starts for another, and his. victimes 


are permitted to enjoy an interval of peace.) But that is all*that can be 


A deceiver of the most aggravating type, the success with 
which he plies his trade is a scandal. Begging is his sole mode of living.

As long as there are people who do not mind being deceived, the 
deceivers will continue to flourish, There are too many persons still left in 
the world whose idea of charity consists rather in relieving their own feel- 
ings than in relieving poverty. The distress they are bout on alleviating is 
not that of the poor, but their ow n—the distress of mind which the siglit of 
suffering, r real or simulated, causes them. A tale of woe cunningly con- 
cocted’by an adroit impostor is as sure of unlocking their hearts and their 
purses as the most genuine story of sorrow that has ever been told. They 
do not stop to inquire whether the tale is true or false, It is enough that 
they are moved, and that their emotion must be assuaged, T hey g rive, and 
are at peace with themselves and their fellow-men. A glow of virtuousness 
suffuses them. What stores have they not laid up fax themselves in the 
future world! ‘To tell these good people that, instead of doing something 
commendable, they have actually been enilty of an-immoral act, would be to 


talk to them in a language they do not understand, How are they to see that 


to encourae idleness and imposture even by so-called charitable gifts, is to 
encourage wrong-doing, andl that it is positively wicked to squander money 
in cases where it will be used, not as the ally of industry and honesty, but as 
their foe. The travelling beggar wil] always be assured of a fruitful field so 


long such persons ¢ t. Bat someth ne may be done to open their eyes, 


and to teach them th alpaabet of Charity. There are Boards of Guardians 
scattered here and there in the provinces, It is for them to make a more 
determined effort to suppress the itinerant bevvar by putting people on their 
cuard against him, and by pointing out the evil which is wrought by those 
who hold out to him a helping hand, 


There Is CLASS travelling mien licants Ol a somewhat more preten- 

tious type which also deserves notice. ‘We referto the fuchim from the 

Holy Land who from time to time elect to make a European tour and to 


take this country on their way. These persons usually come to beg for 
some institution in Palestine that nobody has ever heard of. They are 
armed with formidable credentials. A book of portentous proportions con- 
tains their authority to collect contributions for the institutions in question, 
attested by imposing signatures and enormous seals, It contains a list of 
autographs of more or less well-known Jews, chiefly Rabbis, who recommend 
the “ messenger,” and whose names, after the manner of a rolling snowball, 
have inereased in number with each town he has visited. As a rule the case 
is not worthy of assistance. The school, or whatever the institution may 
be, exists, but noone knows much about its management or its necessity 
Moreover, the ‘him pay their travelling expenses out of their receipts 
mes remain in Earope for months, the balance they are 
willy to hand over to. their principals, if itexist at all, mast be 
very slender.

is that contributions are given ostensibly to an 
obscure institution which may be doing as much. bad work as good, but 
really to a plansible individual with a turban and an atmosphere of Pales 
tinian sanctity, who is only too deli: rhted to make a tri i}) to the West free of 
cost. Here again the fault is with the deceived as much as with the 
deceiver. Rabbis give the support of their recommendations without any 
Feason save the fact that some other Rabbi has given his recommendation 
already. And the benevolent give their money either because they see some 
name that they recognise, and in whose sp ordi they trast, or because 
it is theeasiest way of being rid of an importunate gentleman whose lan- 


guage does not constitute his strong point. But many of these would be 


the firstto admit that they have donea very wrong thing, and that, if they 
had only had the courage to say No, they would have reduced the number 
of free European tours, but rendered at the same time a really valuablo 
service tothe cause of true Charity. 

Sach evils may best be dealt with by the concerted action of recogaised 
bodies. So faras we in England are concerned, we may * rescued from 
the grasp of the itinerant menlicant, foreign or 


lomiciled, by closer co-opera- 
tion between the Boards of Guardians. The London Board has. sent forth 
its offspring into the Provinces ; but it holds the very slightest communica- 
tion with them, and no bond worthy of the name unites them to each other, 
We are glad to notice that Mr. Lioxet L. Cones, M.P., and Mr. 
Arexanper, the President and the Honorary Secretary of the London Board, 
will attend and speak at the Annual Meeting of the Manchester Board on the 
27th. Thé intercommunication between al such institutions should be ex- 
tended. In an age of Conferences, charitable organisations, avowedly 
based on the same principle, should not be out of the fashion, The provin 
cial Boards are all doing good work; but it is not so good that it might 
not be better, and there is no better means of waking it so effectual as mutual 
counsel and instruction. The parent institution in Devonshire Square, with 
its long and extensive experience, must obviously be able to give priceless 
aid to its younger fellow-labourers in the same field. But even the London 
Board itself must from time to time feel the want of that fuller acquaint- 
ance with the provincial Jewish poor, which closer intereourse with the 
orvanisations that watch over their welfare would ensure. The travelling men- 
dicant question is by no means the only one witht which periodical conference, 
suchas we are suggesting mightdeal with advantage. The relations between the 
parent organisation and the provin ‘al Boards in respect to the moving of poor 
families from the metropolis into the country, or are not on the 
most inte ‘Lligible footing A diligent comparing of notes on the condition 
of the labour market in various parts of the country would admit of a plan 
for lessening the pressure of poverty on the industrial poor by an interchange 
of families between one town and anoth er. Lut, generally, periodical ("on- 
ferences would itfor Op por ‘ties for an exchange of ideas and for the dis- 
cussion of common experiences, diffieulties and troubles which eould not 
fail to beof advantage to the organisations coneerned, anl to the poor for 
wlhiose welfare exist.

gratitude “as a lively sense of thankfulness for favours to come” but rather for 
past services. The Jews had added some illustrious names to the roll of Lord 
Mayors of London who had become an honour to the Corporation, Ile need scarcely 
mention as illustrations the late Sir David Salomons, and their esteemed friend, 
Sir Benjamin Phillips, But it must not be forgotton that although their com- 
munity had thus swelled the list of distinguished men who had held the highest 
office in the Corporation, the Jews were de ply indebted to some recent Lord Mayors 
for important services rendered to their bouy. Mr. Hart, in speaking of the mem- 
bers of the House of Commons present that evening, had referred to the fact that 
Alderman Sir R. N. Fowler, had always been ready to assist theircommuuity, Of 
this fact he would give them but one example. Alderman Isaacs then related at 
length the incident which occurred during Alderman Fowler's Mayoralty in connec- 
tion with the attempts of the well-known Anti-Semite Stécker to attack the Jews 
in lectures at the Mansion House, Sir Robert Fowler not m rely inhibited the 
lecturer but also refused to allow even the meeting to be held at the Mansion 
House, and thus a death blow was given to the Anti-Semitic Movement. That 
action had given him a claim to the gratitude of the Jewish community, which 
they would never forget. (Cheers). 

Mr. G. .FAUDEL PHILLIPS,in proposing the health of the Chairman said: 
My task would have been easier if Lord Rothschild had not been present, for then 
I could have spoken more freely, how heartily and cordially we areall united in good 
wishes towards him. It is very difficult to do anything well, It is certainly 
difficult to spend money well; it. is still more difficult to bestow charity well. 
Three classes give money cheerfully in endeavouring to be charitable well and 
wisely. Some give time to the objects of their charitable disposition, a smal! 
favoured class give both time and money ; then there are a select few who give 
not only give time and money, but like our noble Chairman set a good example for 
all to follow. (Cheers.) He has worthily carried ont the ethics of his family. 
In drinking to his good health we would: ‘wish that he might be blessed by his 
children as his late father had been so blessed, and that in good time his children 
might continue the good work and live in the hearts of our children even as he 
lives in our hearts, and in the words of Johnny Gilpin “ may he be there to see,” 
(Loud Cheers). 

Lord Roruscnin.np. in responding, said if those who served the Free School 
always met with the same response as had been his case that evening, they would 
be doubly thankful. -Like every President of an institution, he felt flattered at 
having been surrounded by so influential a gathering, and at the generous sabscrip- 
tions which had been announced by the Treasurer. He agreed with Prof. Marks 
that it was much to be regretted that the annual subscriptions were so limited, but 
their fate was only similar to that of other charitable institutions, which had to 
depend on the great exertions of their active friends for the sinews of war. So far 
as the Jews’ Free School was concerned, it owed a deeyi debt of gratitude to the 
community, for the Committee had been large beggara during recent. years, They 
had rebuilt the School at an expense to'the community of £20,000, Two years ago, 
at the previous Festival Dinner, the friends of the school had contributed between 
£5,000 and £6,000, and that evening they had given £5,000, With this sum, and 
other amounts which the Committee expected, they would be able to tide over their 
difficulties for the present year. 

Mr. AL¥rRED Louis Coun, in proposing the Teaching Staff,” said that it was 
impossible to overrate the share which the teachers and their chicfs had had in 
contributing to the success of the School. Tirst and foremost they should vive 
their meed of thanks to Miss Lipman, who had under her charge some 1,400 or 1,000 
girls—a little world which it was not so easy to manage. As for My. Angel, what 
could he say of hiro that had not been repeated over and over again i If any man 
had reason to be proud of the position now held by the School that man was Mr. 
Angel. Among those whose aid to Mr, Angel was of the utmost value, and whose 
eflicient services were highly appreciated by the Committee, the name of Mr, Louis 
B. Abrahams, the Vice-Master, deserved special and honourable mention. 

Mr, M. ANGEL, who had a hearty reception, briefly acknowledged the toast,

I 
fend you a small donation and only regret that the numerous calls on me prevent me from doing 
more, The engagement which prevents my attendance at the Dinner has come upon me suddenly, 
butitisone 1am quite unable to put off.

Dion Cassius who says that in the reign of Domitian many Romanus were aceuved 
of having “drifted” upon the rocks of Jewish superstition, and that some paid the 
penalty of their misdeeds with their lives and others with their property. He 
argues that these delinquents must have belonged tothe higher circles of Roman 
society, or they would not have been a matter of interest tothe Roman Court.
